The aicLures were explainc-u and emphasized by 
solos, part songs — both vocal and instrumental — 
and conftregaticnnl singing.

Full-throated and 
sonorous rose the human voices, while the brazen 
instruments ol the mussed hands pealed forth their 
organ-like sounds, the whole forming a mighty 
burst of harmony, which needs that Apocalyptic 
similitude, "the sound of many waters," to ade- 
quately describe it. 

But the effeet nf that m-.-ciii-g ^^i'uKU*'" ?>£sl£ i:i 
r?ays more uroiil-abic to the Kingdom of God than 
hymii-siiiging. In that meeting thirty-four souls 
knelt ai tb.2 feet of Him, the representation of whose 
sufferings and triumphs they had witnessed that 
evening — a tribute to the spiritual power of the 
service. 

In tlie Temple eighteen souls surrendered to God 
— making a total of fifty-two for this memorabie 
Sunday night's service in the Mnssey Kali, amongst 
i-hem beiiis drunkards and wifc-deserterB.
